Jackson, Miss., November 2— Jack- 
son waa thronged by one of the big- 
gest crowds today that was ever in 
the town, and the parade organised by 
the Negro State Fair was one of the 
longest and most interesting that 
ever passed over the streets of the 
capital city, taking one hour and a 
balf to pass a given point. - 

The procession formed at Pojudcx- 
ter Park, half a mile west of the Un- 
ion Station and mardred to the fair 
grounds in the following order; Cor- 
don of police, brass band, officer- of 
tbe fair. Knights of Pythias. Jackson 
school children (by the thousands) 
Smith Robertson School, (1214) Boat 
representing the Household of Ruth. 
fifty cowboys, mounted, carpenters, 
fifty graduate nurses, float loaded with 
small babies, representing better ba- 
bies, float representing Mary Proctor 
Hospital Baker's dob float. Boat rep- 
resenting Uncle Sam with great stick 
of striped candy for cannon, stenog- 
raphers' float, baggage haulers' float. 
Piney Woods Reboot from Braxton, 
200 strong, and headed by band, Bran- 
don Boosters in decorated buggies, 
vegetable truckers and raisers' float, 
float of 'possum hunters with dogs 
and several 'possums in trees, mia- 
sionary float, float representing North 
Jackson cooks, float of girls' pig club 
and boys' corn dab, wagons loaded 
with corn, baled hay, sweet potatoes, 
moss-covered wagons showing prod- 
ucts of truck-grcnMks' farms, steam 
calliope and innumerable automobiles 
gaily decorated in which rode gaily 
caparisoned Colored men and wom- 
en.

THE DARK AGES. 

It is unconstitutional and apainB'. the genius of our American 
schema of government for a city, either through its legislative 
body or by direct vote to enact a measure restricting the place of 
residence of any class of its citizens on a race basis, for the reason 
that the American Constitution uuarantees every citiw-n equal pro- 
tection of the laws, and tins protection is not given when a citizen 
on account of hi. race or color, Lb prohibited from residing ,n any 
pari of the my where he ha.s by purchase or contract obtained the 
right to oecapv a dwelling. I" case of contagious disease or phy- 
sical nuisance, districts may be quarantined with Warnings on 
doors or at *nds of street* or by yellow nags; mM.rfic.rUn 
specieA of outlawry, rod lights have been used as Signals of disor- 
der B nd where the peace of the neighborhood is disturbed by not- 
ous' conduct the guilty may be punched by law, but where w*U- 
regulated families and well-ordered homes are established it is the 
doty of the citv to protect and have officers who will see that occu- 
pants of such places are safeguarded in home and person from injury 
and annoyance. 

Segregation may be used to prevent the spread of contagion 
or for the abatement of a nuisance, or, by the way of incarceration, 
to stop the repetition of crime or place a restraunr^xSn contami- 
nating intercourse, bot. on no other proposition is it wise or legal 
to use it. 

To segregate a race is to say that the race is afflicted with a 
contagious' disease, or is incurably criminal, or its conduct la an 
Abomination. The city blocks should not form the boundaries for 
race lines. 

Such partitioning would put ugly blotchus upon the fair face 
of our city and could have no other tendency than to fill St. Louis 
with sink holes of squalor like the ■Ghetto," the "Dago Hill, the 
'Kerry Patch" and the ■Africa." Such places become the Sargas- 
so Sea, the "Greasy Sea."' where the water-logged and derelict of 
men and women live in congested conditions and form the "eye- 
sores of our big cities. 

Our dream of "The City Beautiful" will be a long time reach- 
ing fruition speckled and tarnished by such segregated spots. 

Segregation means caste, like in India founded on vocation, or, 
in Russia, founded on religion and race, and in the United States 
founded on color. The Pariah in India must not even walk on tha 
same street where the Bramhim lives much less live there. The Jew 
in Russia has a Jewish Paie. and. if he goes beyond its boundary for 
residence or for business, he is driven back like a dog. If they can 
segregate a Negro in a city what is to prevent the nation from 
segregating the entire Negro population of the United States to 
the swamplands and alligator districts around the rimlof the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The pending segregation measure saya its object is to allay 
race conflicts. There are no race conflicts in St. Louis except such: 
as may spring from individual altercations which may occur any- 
where in the world The law and officers to govern such disorders 
are amply sufficient. A segregation bill will initiate instead of allay 
race antagonism and therefore should be defeated. 

Why do we want to drag the Nation back into this old nut el - 
[rem of the darkest ages and which only survives now in the 
emi-barbarous countries. Segregation was inflicted upon Helots, 
the "hereditary bondsmen" of Greece, it crowded the Plebeons of 
Rome into the most undesirable quarters, it forced the Israelites 
into Goshen frofn the time of Jacob down to the days of Moses, it 
''beat back the Armenians through the barbarities of the Turks, it; 
kept the heel of England on the neck of Ireland for centuries, it is 
dow making civiliiation shudder at the horrors perpetrated upon 
the Jews in Russia in driving them from town to town, homeless 
and penniless: for 240 years segregation maintained itself in the 
squalid slave cabins and the lordly mansions of the roaster in the 
south. We repeat, why do we want to drag the Nation backs- to 
this condition? 

Why should St. Louis emulate Louisville? 

Louisville is a backward city, so is Charleston; so is Richmond 
and Baltimore is sitting down, having given up the struggle for 
industrial supremacy, and now seems more concerned in legislat- 
ing how to keep the Negro down than bow to keep Baltimore up. 
St.. Louis belongs to the progressive class of cities and should emu- 
late the great cities that a#e making rapid aarides; such as Pitta- 
burg, Cleveland, Detroit, Los Angeles, Boston. Philadelphia, 
Chicago and New York . These are the most advanced cities; prop- 
erty values are higher. They have ae race segregation. Their 
doors are wide open to all. General education and business 
blending the heterogeneous elements in their population and- help- 
ng them to biiid the most splendid municipalities on earth.
